This club is known for the 
beautiful formations in parades 
carrying huge flags, in pairs, rep- 
resenting Texas under Six Flags, 
the Club Flag, United Nations 
Flag, and Christian (sic) Flags. 
Youngsters carry smaller banners. 
Everyone carries a flag---a beau- 
tiful sight in any parade. 

The Club has many families of 
three generations: grandparents, 
parents and children. Riding for 
pleasure is their purpose. When- 
ever the Club meets, everyone ex- 
pects to have fun and good fel- 
lowship. A picnic lunch or sup- 
per is always enjoyed when mem- 
bers meet for trail rides or make 
a trip to horse shows or rodeos. 

On June 29th the Club met at 
Belton Lake for a trail ride and an 
all-night Camp Out. There were 
25 horses and riders on the trail. 
70 members and friends enjoyed 
the picnic dinner, for the Club 
boasts of some of the best cooks 
in Central Texas. 

The Club cannot boast of being 
one of the oldest riding clubs of 
Texas, but it is very proud of the 
continued interest and enthusiasm 


of many of its charter members.

Mr. Baugh is a 
manufacturer of shoes and moc- 
casins, a taxidermist and a ranch- 
er. He and his sons, Bob and 
Franklin, operate the farm on 
which they live and raise Here- 
ford cattle. They all like to go 
big game hunting and make at 
least one horseback trip a year in 
the mountains of Colorado or 
Wyoming for elk, deer or bear.. 


Mr. Baugh and Bob each have 
Palomino horses, and Franklin 
has a part-Shetland cow pony 
that was Bob’s first horse. All 
spend many hours a week on 
horseback.

Thumbnail Sketch Of 
The Appallocsa 
Horse 


The Appaloosa horse is distine- 
tive as a breed of horses. All 
Appaloosas have breed character- 
istics setting them apart from the 
other breeds in the equine world. 
The eye is encircled by white the 
same as a human eye. Skin of the 
Appaloosa is mottled. an irregu- 
lar spotting of black and white. 
especially noticeable about the 
nostrils. The hoofs are striped 
vertically black and white. Ap- 
paloosa coat pattern varies in pat- 
terns, most individuals will be 
white over the loin and hips with 
dark round or egg shaped spots. 
Spots vary in size from specks to 
three or four inches in diameter. 
Some Appaloosas. carry the spot- 
ting all over the body, but it is 
usually most dominant over the 
hips. Others will show white over 
the hips without the dark spots 
in the white. Still others will ap- 
pear mottled all over the body. 
or will show white specks or spots 
with a dark background. All. 
however. have the white encircl- 
ing the eye, parti-colored skin, 
and parti-colored hoofs. Appa- 
loosas are distinctive individually.

Large Entries Expected For The New Orleans 
All-Appaloosa Horse Show August 17-19 


The Jefferson Lions Club of 
New Orleans is sponsoring an 
All-Appaloosa Horse Show and 
Pageant August 17, 18 and 19. 
This is the first Appaloosa horse 
show ever to be held in Louisiana 
and the first one east of the Mis- 
sissippi. The Texas Appaloosa 
Horse Club is backing up this 
show by going all-out to bring 
breeders to participate. To date, 
over 100 Appaloosa horses are 
registered entries. from all over 
the United States. On August 18th. 
the daytime will be devoted to 
Halter Classes of all ages, and 
starting at 8 pm in the evening. 
there will be eight working class 
events. 


Champion using-horse of the 
4 


show will win a beautiful $300 
Appaloosa cutting saddle, with 
Appaloosa horses hand-carved on 
skirt and saddle. The saddle is 
being donated by the Jefferson 
Lions Club and the champion us- 
ing-horse will be determined by 
the horse receiving the greatest 
number of points. Five points for 
first place; 3 points for second, 2 
points for third, 1 point for fourth 
and a ribbon for fifth place. 

Highlight of the last day of the 
show will be drawing for a fine 
little Appaloosa filly colt “Whisp- 
ering Winds” (see cover) donated 
by Ethel and Harry Burton of 
Austin to the Texas Appaloosa 
Horse Club and given by them in 
turn to this colorful Appaloosa 
show in New Orleaws. 
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500 B.C. They are believed to 
have been imported from the Near 
East or Spain with shipments of 
goods to Mexico in about 1600. 
The spread of horses northward 
by the Plains Indians placed hors- 
es in the Nez Perce Tribe about 
1730. During the exploration of 
of the west, the Nez Perce seemed 
to be the only tribe having pos- 
session of Appaloosas in numbers. 
Obviously they were pleased with 
their using qualities and colorful 
markings, choosing to breed them 
in preference to other horses. Dur- 
ing the one hundred odd years be- 
tween the 1730's and 1830's, the 
Nez Perce bred their unusually 
marked horses forming them into 
a distinct type. The Nez Perce in- 
‘abited the area now making up 
the Northeast corner of Oregon, 
Southeast corner of Washington 
and bordering area in Idaho. This 
area was ideal for horse produc- 
tion. providing lush summer 
range in the hills and meadows. 
and abundant winter range in the

sheltered canyons of the Snake, 
Palouse and Clearwater rivers. 
Inferior stock was traded off to 
other tribes and undesirable stal- 
lions were castrated. The Nez 
Perce were fond of racing. Races 
from a few hundred yards to as 
long as twelve miles tended to 
eliminate the slow. Close contact 
with people demanded a quiet, 
sensible disposition in Appaloosas. 
The combination of the factors 
mentioned tended to produce a 

superior horse. 

The large area of fertile land 
drained by the Palouse river be- 
came known throughout as the 
Palouse Country. The colorful 
horses bred there by the natives 
were called Palouse horses. A 
Palouse became slurred to form 
Apalouse and Apalousie and later 
Appaloosa. The rich land of the 
Palouse was soon plowed and with 
the plow came the demand for 
draft stock. Pasture lands were 
fenced and grazed by domestic 
stock. Indians were encouraged 
to replace their light horses with 
draft stock. The Appaloosa dwin- 
dled in numbers to the point of 
extinction. Some were scattered 
throughout the west, some were 
kept by stockmen. The descend- 
ants of these horses make up the 
present number of Appaloosas. 
Today the Appaloosa is making a 
rapid comeback. Over two thou- 
sand horses are registered in the 
Appaloosa Horse Club. Once used 
for war, racing and Buffalo hunt- 
ing, the Appaloosa is now the 
stock horse or pleasure and pa- 
rarde mount of present day riders. 


TEXAS APPALOOSA HORSE 


CLUB ORGANIZED 

An April 4, 1953, Tom Ruland 
of Houston was host to all of the 
Appaloosa breeders in Texas. 
They met on his R-Cinco Ranch 
between Benchly and Normangee, 
and the Texas Appaloosa Horse 
Club was formed. They feasted 
on barbequed buffalo (from the 
R-Cinco herd), goat, beef and 
pork, and then got down to the 
business at hand. They elected 
Tom Ruland as their first presi- 
dent, Louis Hill vice president, 
and J. D. High as secretary. Di- 
rectors elected that day were: Ed- 
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ward Ward, J. D. Davis, M. C. 
Hohmann and Bob Estes. 

The Club is affiliated with the 
Appaloosa Horse Club, national 
organization with headquarters 
at Moscow, Idaho. Purpose of the 
Texas Appaloosa Horse Club is to 
promote interest in the breed, to 
gain breeding classes for Appa- 
loosa horses at various horse 
shows and fairs, and to forward 
historical data, blood lines records 
and general information to the 
national club. 

Today, three years later, the 
Texas Appaloosa Horse Club cov- 
ers a five-state area. From its 
modest beginning on the R-Cinco 
Ranch of Tom Ruland, its mem- 
bership has grown into the hun- 
dreds, and the breed itself has 
gained definite recognition. 

Present officers are: Gus Otter- 
mann, president; Louis Hill, vice 
president; and J. D. High, secre- 
tary-treasurer. Directors are: 
Edward Ward, J. D. Davis, Bob 
Estes, M. C. Hohmann, W. C. Pete 


Smith and Roy Young. Headquar- 
ters are at 9302 Willowview, 
Houston 24, Texas.

The Best Frieud “Ole Dobbin”

The best friend that old Dobbin 


ever had, is a broad statement 
coined by sports writer Roy Durie, 
in an article about the Dean of 
Central Texas Horsemen. 

In an area that supports 21 rid- 
ing clubs, it is a hard job to sin- 
gle out one man as top horseman. 
By the top horseman I do not 
mean the best rider or the winner 
of the most trophies over a period 
of years, but the man who has 
done most to promote and preserve 
this wonderful sport. To me, Roy 
is not only the best friend that 
old Dobbin ever had, but is the 
top horseman in a state that has 
produced them by the thousands. 
He has devoted a lifetime to the 
horseman and to  tomorrow’s 
horsemen. 


Roy was one of the founders of 
the Waco Longhorn Club, first 
riding club in the state of Texas, 
and under his direction it became 
the largest in the world. Today 
there are more horse shows and 
rodeos within a 100-mile radius 
of Waco than any other place in 
the world. A large part of these 
can be traced to Roy Durie. If he 
wasn't in on the start, then it was 
he who took hold of their Levis 
and helped hold them up while 


they were learning to walk. 


As the years rolled by, a grow- 
ing Waco swallowed the beautiful 
arena and stables of the Waco 
Longhorn Club and the Club was 
disbanded. Today, with Roy’s 
help, it has been reorganized. Dur- 
ing the few years it was disbanded, 
other clubs were formed, and this 
meant that the Waco Longhorn 
Club would never again be the 
largest in the world.. 


Central Texas’ own horse-show 
announcer, is another name that 
spells Roy Durie. At a recent 
show sponsored by the newly- 
formed McGregor Saddle Club, 
Roy asked me how I wanted this- 
and-that run. I thanked him for 
the courtesy of having recognized 
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me as club president, but then in- 
formed him that when he picked 
up the mike, it was HIS show. 
Horse shows were formal affairs 
until they started having them in 
Central Texas. There they became 
Fun Festivals, where everyone en- 
tered his horse, whether he was 
a fancy set-tail or a soaper. To- 
day’s horse show would be incom- 
plete in Texas without the men’s 
and ladies’ barrel races. 


Back in the days before the 
Heart O’ Texas Fair took over 
rodeo in Waco, Central Texans 
looked to the Baylor Bear Club 
for their big-time show. Leading 
the Baylor Bear Club through 
many successful shows were Roy 
Durie, Ralph Wolfe, Ralph Bu- 
chanan and Penn Wheelis. These 
men were known as the Four 
Horsemen of the Baylor Bear 
Club. It was during these years 
that Roy’s two beautiful daugh- 
ters, Nancy and Mary Nell, were 
two of the top contenders in bar- 
rel races over the state. These 
ladies are now married, and 
Grandpa is making horsemen of 
their children. You can bet that 
there will always be a pony or two 
around the stables at Roy’s home, 
Easy Acres--six miles out of Waco. 


Camp Val Verde, the Camp Fire 
Girls camp between Waco and 
McGregor, is the only Camp Fire 
Girls camp that owns their own 
ranch, horses, saddles and stables. 
Their training ring is called the 
RO-DU-RE Riding Ring. You 
guessed it! Roy Durie is their rid- 
ing chairman, and has been given 
a plaque commemorating his 25 
years service in this capacity. 


I grew up admiring three horse- 
men: Buck Jones, Gene Autry, and 
Roy Durie. The first two are movie 
heroes, probably your movie he- 
roes also. Roy, on the other hand, 
is someone I know. His accom- 
plishments are vivid history to me; 
I did not need an interview with 
Roy to get them. If a person were 
to interview him, however, Roy 
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would in all probability skim over 
these items. 

Instead, Roy would spin tales of 
his courting days in a runabout 
buggy, or tell of the horse races 
held in the streets of Waco. When 
he gets to the subject of horse rac- 
ing, you had better settle down 
for a long talk. You will hear 
tales of his old dun mare, Maud 
S, who was never out-run and nev- 
er out-done; how she out-ran Joe 
Reed of Quarter Horse fame; and 
how with a 10-yard handicap, she 
out-ran Jesse Owens, Olympic 
Games track star for 80 yards. 

If she were alive today, Old 
Maud S would be proud because 
her old boss is now a champion. 
For truly Roy Durie’s champion 
title should read: “The Best 
Friend that Old Dobbin and the 


Horseman ever Had.”

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Brief Outilne of The American Association 
Of Sheriff's Posses & Riding Clubs 


Crate Snider, President 
Rte. 1, Ropesville, Texas 


The American Association of 
Sheriffs Posse and Riding Clubs 
was organized in December, 1952 
as the West Texas Association of 
Sheriffs Posse and Riding Clubs 
when a group of representatives 
from Posse and Riding Clubs 
throughout West Texas met to 
form an Association for the bet- 
terment of Posse and Riding Clubs 
and to set up a set of rules for 
judging in parades. There were 
13 charter members, but by the 
time the first round-up in Spur 
was held, there were 27 members. 
At the 1955 round-up, there were 
550 horses in the parade during 
the round-up, representatives from 
33 posse and clubs. 


The name was changed at a di- 
rectors meeting during the round- 
up, to American Association of 
Sheriffs Posse and Riding Clubs 
because of the numerous requests 
from groups outside of the West 
Texas area. There are now over 
sixty members in Texas, New Mex- 
ico, Colorado and Florida, as the 
Association goes into its 4th year 
as an organization dedicated to 
service of horse clubs. It is truly 
living up to the aim of its mem- 
bers to make this Association “The 
Fraternity of Horsemen.” 


The Association’s motto is 
HORSEMANSHIP, SPORTS.- 
MANSHIP, CITIZENSHIP, and 
all members are urged to live up 
to that motto. 


One of the activities that brings 
out this motto is Palmetto Polo. 
This game was started in Florida 
by Smyrna Beach Saddle Club 
and they own the copyright, but 
this Association has contributed 
greatly in the promotion of this 
game. The Western States Palm- 
etto Polo Rules Committee is an 
activity of this Association and 
they are authorized to change and 
modify rules to make the game 
better. There were 5 districts en- 
tered in league play in 1955, and 
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play-offs continued into October. 
The winner was presented a pen- 
nant proclaiming them champions 
for 1955. League play should be 
greater in 1956 and everyone is 
looking forward to a year of good 
competitive games and the winner 
of this one will truly be a great 
team. 


An activity of the Association is 
Referee Schools for Palmetto 
Polo. The last one was held at 
Spur, Texas with teams to demon- 
strate errors and violations of 
rules. 


This Association has been re- 
sponsible for legislation being 
passed relative to amusement tax 
on rodeo admissions, in which 
saddle clubs sponsoring a rodeo 
in some instances will be exempt. 


The Association has a conven- 
tion every year without horses and 
a round-up every year in which 
its members gather for a three- 
day meet of horse activities, trail 
rides, gigantic parade, barbeques, 
and suppers at which a lot of its 
members camp out in true western 
style. Both the convention and 
the round-up are held during the 
off season for Posse and Riding 
Club members. 


The Association has given an 
award for the best Palmetto Polo 
Club and Club Queens. Eventu- 
ally contests for the best drill team, 
square dance team, junior riders, 
and horses; possibly horse shows, 
rodeos, and a host of things for 
the entertainment of its members 
and to promote good will, sports- 
manship and to help preserve the 
spirit of the old West. 


Members of the Association 
traveled to the New Mexico State 
Fair as a unit in 1954 and won a 
trophy as the best mounted group. 
Over three hundred horses made 
the trip. The President. Vice-Pres- 
ident and Secretary-Treasurer also 
ride in parades when possible, in 
the Association uniform whenever 
invited to do so by host groups. 

With the growth of the Associa- 
tion, Districts were formed and 
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District Headquarters designated. 


These Districts have the func- 
tions of setting up a District for 
the convenience of riding groups 
in their area who are too far from 
the home office. In fact, it should 
be an association of its own, with- 
in an Association, with all the 
functions, privileges, and sanc- 
tions of the home office. Head- 
quarters are selected from Clubs 
who are willing to work toward 
that end, after first becoming a 
bonafide member of the Associa- 
tion. They also have the responsi- 
bility of promoting Palmetto Polo, 
whenever its members are inter- 
ested, setting up schedules, direct- 
ing play to an eventual district 
winner to compete in bi-district 
play for the Association cham- 
pionship. 

District Headquarters will have 
the responsibility of directing 
other activities and contests of in- 
terest to its members, such as horse 
shows, junior posses or riding 
clubs, drill teams, horseback 
square dance teams and the like. 

Qualifications for membership 
in this Association include: 

1. Must be an organized riding 
group, saddle club, sheriff posse, 
riding club, Palmetto Polo team, 
square dance team, drill team, and 
any organized group whose hobby 
and recreation is horses. 

2. Must support the Association 
in its activities and endeavors to 
the best of your ability, as an or- 
ganized group. 

3. A club must agree to improve 
their own club in every way. Bet- 
ter horses, riders and parade eth- 
ics, etc. 

4. Promote to the best of ability 
the Association Motto: Horseman- 
ship, Sportsmanship and Citizen- 
ship. 

5. Must be willing to help pre- 
serve the horse as one of the old 
West. 

The annual dues to the Associa- 
tion are only $10.00 per year per 
posse or club. In case of a District 
Headquarters, the Headquarters 
may keep $5.00 from dues paid 
in by any new club or posse for 
their own expenses such as post- 
age, stationary, printing, promot- 
ing Palmetto Polo and/or other

Dues to be withheld by Dis- 
trict Headquarters does not apply 
to the Headquarters or member 
groups already holding Associa- 
tion membership. All unused 
funds in the District Treasury 
at the end of the year are to be 
returned to the Home Office. 

It is the aim of the officers and 
directors of this Association to 
make this organization the Fra- 
ternity of Horsemen throughout 
America. 

All Clubs who would like to 
become members of this Associa- 
tion may obtain application blanks 
from the Secretary. Additional 
information may be had from any 
officer or board member of the 
Association. 

We also serve as liason be- 
tween rodeo producers, contract- 
ors, riding clubs and _ sheriff 
posses. We will be glad to give 
help where we can to anyone who 
will request it. 

We have been cited to work out 
some type of activity to aid Civil 
Defense which will be done as 
soon as possible. We have letters 
from Regional Directors and the 
office in Washington regarding 
this and a plan should be develop- 
ed in the near future. 

Each posse or club who becomes 
a member of this Association will 
receive a Membership Certificate 
for their Club House or Trophy 
Case and each of its members will 
receive a membership card and 
windshield sticker.

APPALOOSA HORSE SHOW

Horses must be registered Tentative or Permanent 
in Appaloosa Horse Club, Inc. 
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There’s plenty of busted bones 
and heads for cowboys between 
the good ole open rodeo around 
home and the big time national 
Rodeo Cowboy Association profes- 
sionals. The big money is surely 
a lure of hundreds of would-be 
champion performers, but prob- 
ably only 1 in 10 ever gets into 
the real money. The rest do well 
to eke out a living. 


For example, at the Denver 
Show 386 contested but only 41 
collected money. Hundreds of 
cowboys make only $2,000 and 
$3,000 a year and have a rough 
go of it just to live and make it 
from one rodeo to another. By 
their early thirties, most of these 
cowboys are banged up. broke and 
through. 


Rodeo is the only sport in the 
world where the athlete puts up 
half of the prize money himself. 
He pays entry fee of $30 to $100 
for each event. He risks his life 
without the guarantee of a dime 
in return. Of course a lot depends 
on the man, his luck, and _ the 
horse. A second won or lost here 
and there, and the kind of draw 
he makes on his steer, can mean 
a difference of thousands of dol- 
lars in the earnings of a cowboy. 


Professional bulldoggers look 
over the animals they’ve drawn, 
and can judge almost to the sec- 
ond how fast they are likely to 
throw ’em. .He likes a thin neck. 
dead hair, and a good set of horns 
to twist °em down. 


A pair of highly competitive 
brothers from Checotah, Okla., 
provided one of rodeo’s hottest 
races in 1955. The steer-wrestling 
Combs brothers travel together, 
use the same dogging (bull-dog- 
ging) horses, haze for each other, 
chalk up about 65 shows a year. 


Benny earned $5,700 in 10 
days bulldogging at Ft. Worth, 
El Paso and Houston. Then a 
nervous horse broke the barrier 
at a couple of shows and he lost 


$3.000.. At McAlester, Okla..

Se You Want To Be In 
“Big Time” Rodeo 


Willard twisted down a steer in an 
amazing 2.9 seconds.. The brothers 
see-sawed all season. Finally, 
Benny took the steer wrestling 
championship with $13,742 win- 
nings. Willard trailed by only 


$687. 


RCA champions are selected by 
point system -- 1 point for each $1 
of winnings -- and RCA races are 
among the hottest in sports today. 
They start in January with the 
Denver stock show and wind up 
in November in San Francisco 
Grand National Livestock Expo- 
sition. 


Last year hard-driving Jim 
Shoulders from Henryetta, Okla., 
was breathing down Casey Tibbs 
neck from start to finish. Despite 
an injury, he ended 1955 with 
$37.682, second to Tibbs in the 
All-Around championship. He was 
bull riding champion, winning 
$23,073 in that event alone. 


Another young champion, Dean 
Oliver, racked up almost $20,000 
to become champion calf roper. 


It's not all gravy and glory. 
Casey Tibbs made about $45,000 
last year, but it was hard riding 
and fast moving, and typifies the 
life of R.C.A. Champions. 

Last year the Ft. Pierre, S. D.. 
champion drove 60,000 miles, 
flew 40,000, hopped from coast to 
coast and made almost 190 rodeos. 
He contested in five rodeos at the 
same time. 

One crowded week last Septem- 
ber, Casey flew between rodeos at 
Puyallup, Wash; Memphis, Tenn; 
Omaha, Neb.: New York City. 
then again to Memphis, Omaha 
and New York. Total week’s win- 
nings: $5,542 for about six min- 
utes actual time in the arena. (Rid- 
ers must stick 8 seconds on a bare- 
back brone and bull and 10 sec- 
onds on a saddled bronc.) 

That’s the speed of big-time. 
professional rodeo today. Cham- 
pion Casey Tibbs spent about $6,- 
000 in entry fees alone last year 
and roughly half of his earnings 
for expenses. 
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To make rodeo pay, Tibbs com- 
petes in the saddle bronc, bare- 
back and bull riding events--- 
made 600 rides last season alone. 


Big time rodeo is rough on fam- 
ily life. You can usually spot a 
rodeo wife. She sits tense while 
everyone else screams as her hus- 
band performs. To travel 50,000 
miles a season with babies, is usual 
if a wife hopes to stay with her 
husband. 

I suppose the most beat-up 
board of directors in business is 
that of the RCA. Buster Ivory. 
secretary-treasurer, has had a 
broken neck and other injuries; 
Lex Connelly, vice president, two 
brain’ concussions; and Bill Lin- 
derman, board chairman, has sur- 
vived not only a broken neck, but 
a broken back and skull fracture. 
All total, the 12-man board has 
chalked up 34 major smashups of 
21 different types. 


How come they run these risks? 
Rodeo hands have a saying: “You 
can’t kill a cowboy unless you 
cut off his head and bury it where 
he can’t find it.” These men are 
tough. If a cowboy can walk, he’s 
not hurt! 

Until the Rodeo Cowboys Asso- 
ciation, the cowboy had no insur- 
ance protection at all. . Today he 
gets $500 for a major injury and 
$2.500 death benefits. . Cowboys 
credit the RCA with doing every- 
thing that has been done to im- 
prove their lot. 

Already, rodeo is organized in 
about 500 colleges and it’s reach- 
ing out now to high schools as 
well, chiefly in the Southwest. 
Rodeo now is the only sport to 
offer a national title to high school 
athletes. 

More than 3,200 RCA cowboys 
will likely contest this year before 
13 to 14 million spectators. The 
overall attendance has been climb- 
ing at the rate of one million pay- 
ing customers a year. 

Rodeo stock contractors do a 
booming business also. However, 
good bucking horses are getting 
harder to come by. It’s been tried 
to breed hot-blooded buckers---but 
it doesn’t work. To date the 
broncos “Midnight” and “Five 
Minutes to Midnight” are the 
greatest. 
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
